Hi gang: 


After 24 years as a die-hard straight keyer (both Amateur and Navy), I finally 
broke down and got an iambic keyer. I just finished building a Curtis chip 
keyer from the partial kit that Jim Cates offered a few weeks ago. It was a 
fun little project with only a few very minor snags. 


When I first assembled the board and installed it in a small aluminum 
enclosure, I inadvertently left pin 8 (A/B SELECT) floating instead of 
connecting it to Vdd for iambic B timing. This produced some really wacky 
results! For instance, after sending about 4 dashes in a row, the chip would 
decide to throw in a few extraneous di-dahs. Wow! At first I thought it 

was me! :-) Tying pin 8 to Vdd straightened that out. I also found a high 
resistance short (oxymoron?) in my paddles which caused the "dahs" to stick 
intermittently. That was also easy to fix. 


While on the subject of keyers, the 1995 ARRL Handbook appears to contain a few 
errors in the section on the Curtis chip keyer (Chapter 22, page 22.22 and 
22.23). Figure 22.42 shows the typical NPN transistor in the keying circuit. 
The accompanying text describes it as "an output keying circuit that will work 
for most negative keyed rigs." Figure 22.43(A) shows a similar arrangement for 
keying at TTL levels and labels it "NEGATIVE KEYING." Unless I'm missing 
something here, I believe they have it backwards. The NPN arrangment, as shown 
in Figure 22.42, is what I'm using to key my positive-key-line rigs. 


So anyway, it's the beginning of a brand new era here at WB3GCK. All I have to 
do now is learn to use this thing. If you hear someone calling CQ with the 
callsign "!@d#$%&", give a call; it's probably me playing with my new keyer.

Yes, your problem is probably related to the directory 
structure. You missed a previous hint posting as to how to 
install HAMCALC9.ZIP. You MUST use the "-d" modifier to 
create the correct directory structure without which the 
programs won't work 


Another guy gave the mo practical hint. : (1) put the 
HAMCALC9.ZIP file in C:\TEMPor some such directory; 
(2) put a formatted 1.44M disk in the floppy drive; 
(3) "PKUNZIP C:\TEMP\HAMCAL9.ZIP A: -d". Step 3 
unzips the suite to the floppy disk. The same procedure 
should work for installing directly to the harddrive but 
I'm not sure if the INSTALL.BAT creates the directory 
structure or not. 


I use XTGOLD which makes it easy to re-create the 
directory structure of the floppy on the harddrive. Then 
it is a simple matter of tagging each sub-dir and copying. 


Actually, the floppy runs fairly fast for the shorter 
calc programs. The Great Circle Bearing pgm has a large 
database of lat/long locations and takes a while to load. 


Incidentally, my thanks to whoevr informed us all of 
this suite of programs!

My WM-1 meter kit arrived a few days ago from OHR. I talked to Dick 

on the phone for a few minutes. I asked him how the meter would work 
on 12V (it is normally run off a 9V battery) and was told that it would 
work fine. Dick suggested that I install a switch that would let me 
switch between the 9V battery and an external jack for 12V. Apparently 
the meter does not need to be aligned differently for use at 9V or 12V 
and switching between them does not effect alignment. He also 

told me that future versions of the WM-1 might include the external 
jack and switch. I was planning on using an LM317 to provide 9V to 
the meter from my 13.8V supply, but was told this was unnecessary. 


I would like to use a diode to protect the meter if the 12V polarity 
is reversed. How should I connect the diode and what type should I 

use? (Is it better to use the diode to shunt the current to ground 

and blow the fuse -- or use the diode to block the voltage going in 

the wrong direction?)

One other source of VFO drift might come from the torque applied 

to a component while soldering, i.e., you solder one lead, then 
bend the other lead to where you want it soldered. It seems the 
component takes a bit of time to ‘relax' to its final perminent 
shape. Drift due to torque is particularly a problem with regard 

to trimmer capacitors; I mistakenly used a mica compression trimmer 
and it took over a half day for it to finally settle down. But even 
the bodies of non-compression trimmers will need some time to find 
their relaxed state after each adjustment. 


With over a dozen factors contributing to VFO drift it really says 
something of those designers & builders who are able to create a 
stable VFO.

I finally figured out what all the fuss was about. You see I 
already owned a Vibroplex Iambic Paddle, but I really didn't 
like it as much as the Bencher Paddle. Let me explain. 


I own an old Vibroplex Presentation Model (Chrome with 
jeweled bearings and Red Knob) which I keep in a case for 
sentimental reasons. My first bug and all that..... I 
don't have the original caring case. 


I also own a Vibroplex Dual Paddle Iambic Paddle and 
everytime someone posted something about the Vibroplex 
Iambic Paddle I associated the post with this paddle. 
This paddle has the two 4 7/8" arms including the 
black plastic thingies (can't think of the word for 
these for some reason, is there one?). 


I just got back for CA and while out there I ran by 
HRO in Sunnyvale and while there I bought a new 
Vibroplex Brass Racer Iambic Paddle. I guess this 
is the one that everyone has been talking about. 


I think that this one will become my favorite over 

I can finally get the adjustment in 
tension where I want it with the magnetic adjustment
